Dearest Alma;: 

I returned to New York this morning 
after a wonderful time at Silver Bay. The 
conference was one of the "best ever held. 

I had a most interesting and profitable time 
with the group in my Bible class. I had 
an hour's intimate personal talk with most 
of them and I feel certain that each member 
of the group made a forward step of some 
kind during the week - one has decided to 
join the church, two others are seriously 
considering the ministry or the mission field 
and there has been a deepening of spiritual 
life all along the line. I would not have 
missed it for a very great deal. 

The stay at Silver Bay was of great 
personal profit to me. In addition to the 
inspiration received, I formed several friend¬ 
ships that will prove valuable. One of the 
most interesting of the speakers was J. Stitt 
Wilson, who for twenty years has been ostracised 
by certain church leaders because of his views 
on the labor question. He made a tremendous 
impression on the students. He was formerly 
a Socialist and was elected mayor of Berkeley 
California on that ticket. He has since re¬ 
signed from the socialist party. He has had a 
most dramatic career and has a real message. 

I think possibly I am going to write up the 
story of his life for publication as an 
article or small pamphlet. I had several 
long personal talks with him and he has given 
me the outstanding facts of his life to be 
used in this way 

/ I had another job offered me this 
week - professor of social science in Peking 
University, one of the outstanding educational 
institutions of the Orient. Of course, I 
could not accept on account of the important 
work immediately before me.

Just the 
girl fcr Harold, They are -'lancing to go out t<- China 
next year with Bishop Root at Hankow. They will be 
close enough so that you can see them occasionally. 

Sam is doing some perfectly wonderful work with 
the college students. I believe he is more effective 
now than either Frank or Sherry, Henry Crane was giv» 
en a D.D. from De Pauw this year. Jao Sherman is 
doing fine work In Frlsoo. 

You will be Interested and I fear shocked to 
know that Fred Leighton has gone to such extremes that 
he la no longer willing to reoogniae the state and 
therefore refuses to get a marriage license. He and 
Harriett Mann seem to be very hapny in their uncon¬ 
ventional marriage. 

I have just returned from a wonderful ten days 
at the Eastern Student Conference at Silver Bay, 
where I had the privilege of leading one of the 
groups. The addresses were of a high order* the 
spirit of the students was most encouraging and 
altogether th4 week was one of great profit. 

Tomorrow at noon I am sailing on the "Adriatic" 
for England with Sherwood Eddy for the purpose of 
studying the British Industrial situation throughout

the summer. Included in this party are a dozen out¬ 
standing Christian leaders, such as Bishop Williams 
of Detroit, Alva Taylor, and Fletcher Brookman. 
Conferences have been arranged with many of the out¬ 
standing labor leaders, employers, statesmen and 
writers. We are to have a series of round table 
discussions with these men. We are looking forward 
to an exceedingly profitable stay in England. 

I arr. not sure that you know my plans for the 
future. I have just finished my work with the 
Ridgewood Church. During the three years of my 
pastorate a total of 301 new. members were received 
into the ohuroh and a new building was erected! The 
aotlve membership of the ohuroh was increased from 
7 to 257* During the past seven months W. A. R. 
I/oPherson has been serving as associate pastor with 
me, and much of the success'achieved during that 
period was due to his splendid work and the cooperation 
of his wife. They are now taking over entire charge 
of the work and we have every reason to believe that 
they will render conspicuous eervie in that field, 

I am giving up this church in order th*.t I may 
accept a very unusual offer which 8herwood Eddy has 
made. He is making It possible for me to be free 
Entirely from all office and routine work and to be 
able to devote all of my time and energy to a com¬ 
bination of study, writing and evangelistic speaking 
in the churches and oolleges. 

I am beooiring more and more interested in the 
relation of the Church to modern industrial problems 
and expect to devote a lot of time to the study of 
this question during the next few years. A portion 
of the results of this study are to be published as 
a series of pamphlets by Geo, A. Doran Obm'panv, one 
of the leading publishers of Hew York City, We are 
going to experiment with pamphlets in the hope of 
getting a muoh wider circulation than would be pos¬ 
sible with expensive books. The first of the series 
has just come from the press. It is oalled "Indus¬ 
trial Facts." A oopy has been sent to you. 

The conviction grows upon me that the only 
solution of our complex industrial problem is in the 
thorough application of the great ethica 1 principles 
proclaimed by Jesus. The industrial problem Is the 
great problem of our age. Surely the churches and 
Christian leaders are facing a tremendous responsi¬ 
bility and a marvelous opportunity. Unfortunately, 
the churches are far from being awake to this danger 
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and this opportunity. X have never had such faith 
in the Way of Jesus and the Church as I have today. 

lew Tort will still be my headquarters. With 
Ur. Eddy* s assistance, we are buying a hone in 
Baabrouck Heights, H. J., about 12 miles from lew 
York City - a quiet, beautiful town of some 5,000 
people* We are near the sohool, churches, stores, 
eto., and leas than ah hour from the office in lew 
York. I will do a great deal of my studying at 
home. It will be much better for Alma and the two 
kiddles than living cooped up in Jew York. Kirby Jr. 
will start to school about the middle of the year. 
Think of iti 

Alma and the children will divide the time until 
my return from England between the two mothere. Her 
address will be Route A Box 9, Lufkin^ Texas. I 
expect to return to the Onlted States at the end of 
September.My address In England is o/o Brown, 
Shinley A Co., 123 Pall Mall, London, 3* W., England.

Dearest Folks: 

In order to save time in keeping you fully informed 
as to the details of my experiences this summer, I shall follow 
the plan of sending each of the families in Lufkin and Eouston 
a copy of the general news letter. In addition, of course, I 
shall send personal letters from time to time. 

We sailed from Hew York promptly at noon on Wednesday 
the 6th. We are due to land at Southampton tomorrow night or 
early Friday morning. Thus far the weather has been simply 
perfect, with not the slightest trace of sea-sickness by any of 
our party. Throughout most of one day the sea was almost a 
dead calm, as smooth as a lake. Four of us are together in 
a cabin - Fred Shipp, Mr. Eddy's secretary; Sidney Gamble, 
millionaire son of D B Gamble, maker of Ivory Soap; Roland 
Elliott, International YMCA Student Secretary for the South¬ 
west; and myself. On a separate sheet I am giving a brief 
biography of each member of the party, in order that you may 
better understand future letters. It is a choice group indeed 
and I count it a rare privilege to be included. 

Our group has been meeting twice a day for confer¬ 
ences and lectures. Mr. Eddy appointed the following 
committee to arrange programs during the voyage and through¬ 
out the summer: Kirby Page, Chairman; Alva W. Taylor, E.E. 

Eubank, Jane Hewell. Ben Cherrington. On the first day Mr. 

Eddy spoke to the group on the topic, "The Present ’World 
Situation." At the request of Mr. Eddy and the Committee, 

I spoke to the group on the two days following on the 
history of the British Labour Movement. Paul Blanshara then 
gave a history of the American Labor Movement. And so it 
has gone. 

There has been much else beside work. In addition 
to many pleasant personal conversations, we have had two or 
three group socials* You would have almost caved in with 
laughter at the sight of the race between Mr. Eddy and Bishop 
Williams - Mr. Eddy succeeded in opening the suit *a± case and 
putting on the pair of pink pajamas before the Bishop could put 
on a lady's dress. The Bishop was handicapped by his consider¬ 
able surplus of avoirdupois* 

The party is too large to work as a unit in invest¬ 
igation so it has been divided into three groups. Group A 
consists of the more mature members, for the most part. Group 
B is made up of the balance of the men, and Group C of t 
women. On the enclosed list you will see that each person is 
numbered. The number indicates the rank of the person, so far 
as interviews with prominent people are concerned. For instance, 
if Mr. Eddy is invited to bring a dozen members of the party 
to tea, the first dozen names wbhIk on the list would be the 
ones included. Bishop Williams is listed as leader of Group 
A because of his prominence. Mr. Eddy has asked n , however, 
to be the actual leader of Group A. 






It is amazing how rapidly this group has become 
acquainted. We are forming friendships these days that 
will never he broken. Later on I shall give details about 
the various members of the party. 

I was asked by eight or ten of the men to speak 
on war. This I was eager to do. Men are increasingly 
responsive to the appeal to abandon war. The various persons 
present at this discussion seemed to be impressed with the 
ideas I attempted to set forth. It has opened the way for 
further conversations on this subject. Mr. Eddy has suggested 
that at some later date I address the whole group on this 
subject. 


Soon after we reach London, I shall write again. 

My intention is to keep you in intimate touch with our daily 
plans. I hardly need to say that such letters as this are 
for family consumption only and not for publication. This 
applies also to the list of the members of the party. Mr. 
Eddy does not desire that publicity be given to this party. 

You will not fail to write to me regularly, I am 
sure. Letters mean a lot when you are so far from home.

Dear Kirby, 

It is so long since I last wrote you I can't remember the time or 
place. Did I ever thank you for sending me the'Cross or the Sword*. If 
not I do now. I have read it carefully and am tremendously impressed 
with the way you reduced your material,retaining only that which was 
pertinent after the war. The thing that shocks me is how quickly people 
forget the fact of the war and how little they understand ius horror. 

I was talking with Prank Niles who has been in China all during the war 
about bayanetry. He knew of course that they were jised but one or two 
simple stories horrified him. It seems to be a drugged imagination. 

Newin Sayre has sent me out some of ;the recent Fellowship literature 
which I am going to get moving at Kuling. Henry Hodgkin is now in Shina 
and I am very much hoping to meet him at Kuling. Next year there is to 
be a great representative Christian Conference at Shanghai whose theme 
will be the Chinese Church and whose membership will represent the 
church and not simply the Missions. One of the five eomnissions to 
report will be one on"The Message of the Church" of which Dr.Cheng Ching 
Yi of the Continuation Committee is Chairman. It might have a big 
influence upon the fdture thinking of the Church out here on the subject 
of War and Christianity if that report should contain a clear-cut,chall¬ 
enging statment of the dangers to the church's life of drifting into the 
current popular attitude towards China's political enemies. I think that 
the current that Eddy set moving that Christianity would make China 
strong^which was usually interpreted that it would make her a strong 
commercial and military nation,is dying down. I Bdldom see it in print 
or hear it. I am trying to find where Hodgkin is and see whether he 
can't bring this matter to the attention of Dr.Cheng. We of the West are 

in a very weak position to talk pacifism to the East in view of what they 
have suffered at our hands because of their weakness. But it has got to 
be done. It is the military who are ruining China now. Many thoughtful 
Chinese,even at this time of nationalistic selfassertion by the students 
and others,are feeling that the only solution is some kind of internation¬ 
al control which will have the power to disband the private armies of the 
tuchuen's. The only "going concerns" that the government is running are 
the ones that are administered by for signers, namely the R.R.s and the 
P.0, and Customes. And yet they are afraid of any more supervision. They 
fear Britain,Prance and Japan,and America can't do it alone. I know the 
Scotch divisional super indent ent of the the Tlintsin-Pukow R.R. at 
Pukow. Hw is a spendid type of Scoth Chlistian layman with a very high 
sente of honor and integrity. He has told me of his having had to go to 
Peking tp p r ^tp^t against the officials robbing their government of' its 
revinue^^^nerL I came out I was against all foreign control .extra- 
teritoriality and any kind of foreign interference. I still believe 
that this should not be done on behalf of Christianity but I can see 
there is another side. Honestly,the rottenness of public morality is 
beyond our powers of imagination. But enough of this gloom.' I have 'nt 
let off steam for a long time. As I look up the page I note that the 
above paragraph would hardly pass an examiner in English composition 
but I hope you will pardon. 

I am down at Ewai Yuen for the summer class of all the countzy 





evangelists and teachers. I go hack to Euling this week to join Edith 
and the baby. She is a little wonder. Has not been sick g.n<f hour and 
is gaining steadily. A perfect joy in every way. Edith is a wonderful 
mother and lovAlier to look at than ever. We have a little cottage of 
our own and are keeping house for the first time since we were married. 

It is a different life. I belive one of the forms of future punishment 
will be eternally boarding with some one. I'm getting my first taste of 
hot weather. I missed it all last summer. I can see now why Euling was 
discovered. It certainly would be fatal to women and ohildren. 

Next fall we will have a house here but will have to take in the 
new trained nurse. I utill be away a lot so it may be a happy solution. 

I will go up the river to ShouChou.our new station, and live and study 
and get acquainted with the Christians and the work already there. I'll 
stay a month or so at a time. At present the only mode of travel is a 
steam launch and trailer which is uncertain but comfortable enough if not 
crowded .which it usually is.. We will get some building under way and hope 
to have our doctor and the other couple by the next year so as to be 
able to move up. This having to buckle down to a very definite job with 
553 ^ s ^ ra ctions is the discipline I can now see God had in store for ms 
as my salvation. You never knew what an unstable spirit I am. 

Have you read Pitch's Yale Lectures on Preaching and Paganism ? 

I have just finished them and received a great deal of illumination from 
them,and find myself in complete agreement with his main thesis both as 
a result of my own personal religious experience and from observation of 
others. 


• I am interested to fcear that Sam is to go back to Princeton as 
Student Secretary. Do you ever hear from Harold ? I have 'nt had a 
worjd for months. I wish I could keep in touch with i/ttiat Mr.Eddy is doing 
and what he has had to go through. I can well imagine that since he has 
come out on the social and industrial questions that he has been out off 
by many of his former supporters and admirers. 

This summer at Euling we are having Posdick.Torry and Hickson 
at various times and gatherings. 

Please giver; iuiralove to all your family. Edith is not here to 
send it hut I know she joins me in it.

My dear Sir:- 

Your letter of June 22. The Employed Officers’ Conference, 
Summer School, and state duties have kept me from replying before. 

I should not wish that our correspondence be understood 
in any other than a friendly spirit. My academic training and 
the work in which I am now engaged make such pamphlets as yours 
interesting. 

As to the harm I think your pamphlet may do. You say: 

"The full tide of unrest has not yet reached America. It may be 
a decade removed. But it is on its way. Let there be no mistake 
about that." Do you mean by this "full tide of unrest" the 
"industrial strife, war, revolution" indicated in your first 
paragraph? Whether you do or not, you are a prophet of disorder. 
And if you keep prpphesying long enough and loud enough, and cite 
figures which seem to substantiate your prophesy you will bring 
disorder to pass whether the conditions warrant It or not. And 
it will come to pass because of the widely accepted and rather 
simple principle of psychology that every idea tends to work itself 
out into action. That was the principle used by the Germans from 
1871 on. Have not long years of propaganda by a certain group of 
newspapers led us all to believe that we are destined to come into 
conflict with Japan? What if that same group of newspapers had 
propagated the idea of the essential friendliness of these two 
nations, would America be so sensitive to every move of Japan, 
and vice versa? We do not want revolution, or even disorder, in 
this country. The good of America does not lie that way. Dis¬ 
order does not tend towards progress. Progress can come only 
through the orderly processes of constitutional government. I 
have just finished reading Dickens' "The Tale of Two Cities," 
Comparing this story with the events of 1789 as we have them 
recorded in history, Dickens seems to have appraised the psy¬ 
chology of that period with accuracy. Suppose that Mr.Simonds 
does say that it is a fifty-fifty proposition whether Europe 
will go up or down in the balance. Let us not suggest such a 
possibility for America. We are bound to act in harmony with 
our faith. 

My father-in-law has just completed a fifty-one year 
period of service with the Pennsylvania Railroad. My father 
held a union card while he was living. I too had to work in 
the shops. Later when I attended college and university I 
again worked as a laborer in the summer months to compare the 
books and the professors with the facts as I saw them anew. 

I have been with working men ever since. I talk to them now 
week in and week out, - labor organizers, engineers on railroads. 
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miners, factory hands everywhere. I do not believe that American 
^labor is headed towards the Russian way of settling its problems- 
The actions at the Denver A.F.of L. meeting do not point that way. 

I was not thinking of your pamphlet when I referred to men 
showing ignorance of economic fact and economic doctrine. I was 
thinking of those pronouncements of church bodies, and of those 
individuals who attempt to cover "The Industrial Problem" in five 
or six pamphlet pages. In a course I gave at Lake Geneva I advised 
the students in my class to read with care "The Church and Industrial 
Reconstruction" and Cartier's "Essays in Social Justice." I warned 
them of the poor economics of the former. It would be impossible 
for me to go into detail, but one example will illustrate. This 
book says that the period through which we have just passed 
^demonstrates that wages can be socially determined and socially 
controlled. It then adds that how this wages, which must be 
adequate, is to be provided is not for this report to determine. 

Cheap reform that. It would see that those who tell us that an 
adequate wage must be provided should also feel obligated to tell 
us how it should be provided. 

As to your industrial problems. Your array of figures 
and facts may be accurate enough, but I feelthat great miscon- 
ceptions result from the failure to properly interpret them. 

"Concentration of Wealth and Control." Do you assume 
that if a given family is worth a billion that that family con¬ 
sumes the Income or product of that one billion, or would you 
admit that the consumption of this one family is little more 
than that of any other family? What is the significance of an 
^enormous fortune except that it produces socially and the product 
is socially consumed? In the last paragraph under this head you 
include the packing industry as a monopoly Industry. It is a big 
industry, I admit. But do you know that there are 300 and more 
packers in this country subject to federal Inspection, which means 
that they do an interstate business? There are only five big 
packers included in the objectionable group.. Why and how do you 
think the 295 others exist? I know a man of the highest character 
in East Saint Louis who is a cattle and hog broker. Ge has no 
interest in the packers whatever except as a seller to them of 
live stock which producers throughout the country entrust to him 
as their agent. He tells me that the independent packers around 
East Saint Lowis are the big factors in the market there. I wish 
time admitted of telling you the story of the rise of the one big 
independent packer in East Saint Louis. The farmers out here try 
now and then to create an independent packing concern, butusually 
their manager, one of themselves, is incompetent or embezzles the 
funds. What would you suggest doing with the big packers?

If I am ever to write this letter it will have to be 
done on different machines in different localities, as you see. 

You refer to the concentration of timber lands. I 
happened to build the "h" building at Laurel, Miss., one of the 
greatest lumber cutting centres In the country. There I got 
into the history of the acquirement and development of 'those 
timber tracts in the South. When the timber is cut the land will 
be for sale at prices which are very low. When I was there I 
could have bought land with the stumps removed for five and six 
dollars an acre. All of the lumber companies in that vicinity 
were running experiment farms under the direction of the state 
agricultural college for the sake of demonstrating the desirabil¬ 
ity of people acquiring farms in order that the agricultural 
resources of the state might be developed. One must not forget 
that in order to cut the yellow pine of the South the holdings 
must be large enough to justify the building of railroads into 
the forests. 

It would be interesting to note in addition to what 
figures you give that in 1920 there were 6,449,249 farms in this 
country. Of this number 3,924,851 are tilled by the owners, 

2 ,455,879 are tilled by tenants, 68,512 are handled by managers. 
TTe at least have 20 millions of people who live on their own soil, 
counting five to a family. 

With reference to low wages, I an sure that all of us 
want to see as high wages as are justified by the conditions. I 
do not know '.Thether you agree with the church committee's report ■ 
quoted above that wages can be socially determined and socially 
controlled. I do not. In the first place, there is a vast 
difference between nominal or money wages and real wages. Money 
wages may be socially determined, but real wages never can be. 

It would be just as sensible to claim that the number of bushels 
of wheat or corn on every acre of the six and a half million 
farms in this country could be socially determined. Just as 
certainly as rain and drought, rust and scale, hessian fly and 
boll weevil, make the return to the fanner uncertain, so do 
other elements make real wages to the Industrial worker undertain, 
and no social determination or control will alter the workings of 
the economic law. Of course, there are many intelligent men, 
altogether too many, who do not believe in economic law and are 
willing to be satisfied with the suggestion that if you train a 
parrot~to say with accuracy "supply and demand" you have given 
to that parrot all the essential qualifications of an economist. 

•Let us compare a few figures. The total number of 
personal income tax returns for 1918 are two million short of 
the total number of farmers, owners and tenants. With all of 
the chances the farmer takes with weather, blight and Insect, 
he does not need much of our sympathy. In your quotation of 
income tax returns, where is that great group of single men 
which is responsible for taxes on incomes over $1000? Again, 


do the tax returns which you mention mean tax reports or tax 
payments? I have never seen these figures elsewhere. There 
are so many exemptions in the income tax that there is 
opportunity here for interpretation. 

I must not write more. In your letter you call 
attention to Mr.Vanderlip as expressing similar convictions 
as yours. But there is a different spirit and attitude in - 
his pronouncements. I, however, have only read his "What 
Happened to Europe.". 

Let me say in conclusion that I heard Mr.Eddy at 
Lake Geneva on June 30, the close of the Employed Officers' 
Conference. It was the first time I heard him along this new 
line. It was a great disappointment to me. If you have the 
opportunity, hear Mr.Judson G.Rosebush at Silver Bay the last 
week in August. He gives a week's course in the summer school. 
He speaks as one having authority.

Dear Folks: 

We are now well into our program. We landed early 
Friday morning and came by special train to London - about 
two hours ride from Southampton where we landed. Hgre in 
London our party is staying at two places, part at Toynbee 
Hall and the others at the YM3A hotel. Toynbee Hall is a 
very famous settlement house in the slum district of Fast 
London. X am staying at the YMCA hotel at the above 
address because I intend to Study and write some during the 
summer and can have great privacy here. Most of our meetings 
are held at Toynbee Hall, which is about half an hour's 
distance from here. 

We have a simply wonderful program ahead of us* 
Arrangements have been made which will enable us to meet many 
of the outstanding people in the British Isles. Beginning 
the day of our arrival, we had two hours with Ramsay Macdonald, 
one of the most brilliant of the labor leaders. After he had 
given his address, we had an hour for informal tuitions con¬ 
cerning various problems. It was one of the most profitable 
periods that I have ever spent. Friday evening Henry Israel, 
a YMJA secretary now working in Germany gave us an intimate 
picture of the present situation in Germany. Saturday morning 
an American by the name of Manry gave a similar talk on con¬ 
ditions in Poland. The distress of these countries is beyond 
description. 

On Saturday afternoon we were able to witness a most 
remarkable parade and mass meeting in Hyde Park. It was con¬ 
ducted by a group of church leaders and its purpose was to 
emphasise "The Social Message of Christianity." After marching 
through one of the main streets the parade assembled about 
seven speakers stands arranged in a circle in Hyde Park, where 
4S speakers one after the other spoke upon this subject. I 
enclose a copy of the Resolution which was passed at the end 
of the addresses. I am about to write an article on this 
subject for one of the papers, a copy of which will be sent to 
you shortly. It will give more details of this resrkable 
demonstration. 

On Sunday we went to hear Dr. 18. E. Orchard preach. 

He is one of the greatest of English preachers - during, the 
war he was a pacifist and preached boldly against war as a 
method. Yesterday morning our group was addressed by 
Arthur Greenwood, another prominent labor leader. Last even¬ 
ing we were invited to attend a lecture by Mrs. Annie Besent 
to several hundred Indian students. It was most interesting 
indeed. Today we are to have three speakers - and so it goes.

Still the good work goes on* It Is perfectly amaping 
the number and quality of speakers that we have had address us 
within less than two weeks^Sflr* J, J* M&llon* Warden of 
Toynbee Hall, is taking ver^uxterest in our party. He Is a 
man of extraordinary influence here in London and has been 
able to secure for us many speakers that we could not have 
secured by ourselves. Toynbee Hall is a settlement house in 
the poorest part of London and carries on a widespread program 
for the poor folks who live In that neighborhood. Mr, Mallon 
has many other Important activities besides Toynbee Hall and is 
highly regarded by every one. 

I think you know that the plan we follow is to have a 
speaker address our group at Toynbee Hall for about an hour 
and then we ask him questions for another hour* Each speaker 
is an expert along one line or another and this makes each 
session of very great value to us. Heedless to say we are tak£ 
full notes for future use* It is almost impossible to exaggerat 
the Importance of these days to our future work*

Dear Folks: 

The days are passing with almost incredible swiftness, 
I think that all of us are somewhat dazed by the amount of 
thought and activity we are crowding into these days. Each 
day brings some new feast. Without doubt we are meeting the 
cream of the British labour movement, as well as many other 
important people. 


To bring you up to date with regard to our speakers. 

Miss Margaret Bondfield, a sort of Jane Addams of England, 
spoke to us about the labor section of the League of Nations 
and about her visit to Soviet Russia. She is a most fascinating 
person and a brilliant speaker. 


On last Thursday we had a treat indeed. We were ©iven 
a special reception by Lady Astor at her beautiful home. As 
you perhaps rememb&r, Lady Astor is a Virginian by birth. She 
was elected as the first woman member of the Bouse of Conmons, 
She has red hair and a disposition to match it, A more 
energetic, sparkling, scintillatin© individual you rarely meet. 
She is altogether unconventional and is constantly doing the 
unusual thing, A number of prominent English people were also 
present including Lord Robert Cecil, the Bishop of St, Albans, 
Arthur Henderson a member of the House of Commons, George 
Barnes who formerly was amember of the British Cabinet and is 
still a member of the House of Commons, etc. Altogether it was 
an occasion long to be remembered. 


On Friday we visited the Labour College and were addressl 
by one of the professor, Mark Starr. Saturday X spent in the 
library of the British Museum. On Hepday and Tuesday we met 
together as a party to compare notes and check up on the 
addresses. We then considered certain outstanding problems 
which we wou d have to face upon our return to tne States. At 
Mr, Eddy's request I spoke for half an hour upon the ethics 
of collective bargaining and the union shop. Yesterday we had 
two additional sessions with Seebohm Rowntree, one of the ablest 
and most enlightened of British employers. They employ 7,000 
workmen in their cocoa works. We had an exceedingly proiitable 
time with him. This morning we were addressed by Tom Shaw, a 
member of the House of Commons, on the subject of the foreign 
Policy of the British Labour Party. 


You will be intensely interested to know, that I have 
decided to make a tour on the Continent before returning nome. 
I am not just sure of the dates as yet. There are «.wo altern¬ 
atives, One is to start from England about tne 10th of bept. 
and spend three weeks on the Continent, re acning-America about 
October 15th. The other plans is to remain in England 1 or 
about two weeks work in the British Museum Library after tne 
rest of the folks have returned home ana tnen start ior tne 
Continent during the first week in October, reacning Geneva 
in time to attend the International Labour Conference of the 
League of Nations. I now think that it is 11 

follow the latter alternative, reaching New York about t e 
10th of November, I plan to visit Belgium^ Germany, Czecno^ 
Slovakia, Austria, Italy, Switzerland and France, touching 
the following cities: Brussels, Antwerp, Berlin, Prague, 
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Vienna, Venice, Rome, Florence, Geneva and Paris* The 
purpose of the tour is two fold, to gain an inkling of the 
industrial situation and to make a brief study of the peace 
or pacifist movements in the different countries. Such a 
tour will be of enormous value to me in writing and speaking 
upon my return. My expenses are to come out of the Eddy Fund. 
I am very loathe to delay my return home but this seems such 
an exceptional opportunity that 1 ought not to pass it by. 

I feel confident that all of you** will agree with me. 

I have finally decided to move to Toynbeejf Hall. 1 
have a delightful room all to myself. The members of this 
party are coming to know each other intimately and are being 
bound together in a lasting friendship. No one save God 
Himself can know all the good that will be accomplished by 
the members of this party during the coming years. 


I shall make a desperate effort to write a little 
oftener. You may be sure that you are in my thoughts 
constantly. Continue to pray for me and write often. Two 
letters came from Alma today, dated July 12th and l@th. 

If you will compare the names on the back of the enclosed 
photo with the list of the party which I sent to you, it 
may help to identify the various ones.

This has been one of our best weeks. Since my last 
letter our party has been addressed by the following: Henry 
Clay, professor in the London School of Economics; G.D.H. Cole 
author of six or eight books on industrial questions; Fred 
Bromley, of the Trades Union Congress; Ben Spoor, member of 
Parliament; J. R. Clynes, head of the Labour Party in Parlia¬ 
ment; Arthur Henderson, member of Parliament and secretary of 
the Labour Party; Philip Kerr, for four years private secre¬ 
tary to Lloyd George; Professor J, A, Hobson; Malcolm Sparks, 
of the Builders' Guild, 

Mr, Clynes and Mr. Henderson invited as to the House 
of Conmons, where we were served fees on the terrace, which 
is counted q,uite an honor. 

This morning we had the privilege of having U.S. 
Senator France of Maryland address our party. He has just 
returned from Soviet Russia and gave us an intimate picture 
of present conditions there. . He says conditions are steadily 
improving and that the reports wnich have appeared in our 
newspapers are grossly exaggerated, 

A number of our party are leaving tonight for the 
Continent. I have decided to go with them, rather than to 
make the trip later. Before returning to England about 
September 3rd, I expect to visit Holland, Germany, Checho¬ 
slovakia, Austria, Italy, Switzerland and France. __Mr. Eddy 
and most of the party will return to London about Sept. SOW 
23rd, It now seems reasonably certain that I will sail 
from Southampton, England, on the "Cedric" on September 17th , 
reaching New York about September 25th. This is a month- 
earlier than I had anticipated, 

I enclose a copy of a report letter which I am send¬ 
ing to about 39 of my friends in tne United States, 

We are due to leave in about two hours and I have 
'Steen million things to do.

Dear Friends: 

Since landing in England we have listened to an aston¬ 
ishing array of speakers on social and industrial problems. 

The plan usually followed has been for the speaker to ad¬ 
dress our party at Toynbee Hall for forty-five minutes or 
an hour and then permit us to ask questions for another 
hour. You may well believe that we are having an exceed¬ 
ingly profitable time. 

Thus far the following persons have addressed us: 

R. H. Tawney, the well known author of "The Acquisitive 
Society"; Arthur Henderson, member of Parliament and sec¬ 
retary of the Labour Party; J. R. Clynes, leader of the 
Labour Party in Parliament; Lord Robert Cecil, who next to 
President Wilson probably had most to do with the formation 
of the League of Nations; Sidney Webb, authority on trade 
unions; Seebohm Rowntree, employer and sociological investi¬ 
gator; Harold Laski, professor in the London School of Eco¬ 
nomics; P. J. Pybus, Managing Director of the English Elec¬ 
tric Co.; G. D. H. Cole, author; Ramsay Macdonald, author and 
former M.P.; Arthur Greenwood, authority on workers* educa¬ 
tion; W. E. Orchard, one of the leading ministers of England; 
A. E. Garvie, president of New College; J. H. Thomas, member 
of Parliament and head of the National Union of Railwayman; 
Hugh Dalton, professor in the London School of Economics; 
George Lansbury-, editor of the Daily Herald; Bishop Temple, 
of Manchester; J. J. MaiIon, Warden of Toynbee Hall; Archibald 
Ramage, of the League of Faith and Labour; Major Douglas, 
author; George Dallas, authority on rural problems; Margaret 
Bondfield, a sort of Jane Addams of England; Tom Shaw, member 
of Parliament; Henry Clay, professor in the London School of 
Economics; Philip Snowden, author; Fred Bramley, of the Trade 
Union Congress; Ben Spoor, member of Parliament; Philip Kerr, 
private secretary to Lloyd George for four years; Professor 
J. A. Hobson; Malcolm Sparks, of the Builders’ Guild. 

Lady Astor honored our party with a special reception 
at her home, where we met a number of important personages. 

Mr. Arthur Henderson and Mr. J. R. Clynes invited us to tea 
on the terrace of the House of Parliament. Lord Robert Cecil 
invited us to the League of Nations Union House, where he 
addressed us._ We have visited the Labour College and other 
points of interest. 

This morning our party was addressed by U. S. Senator 
France, who is just returning from a visit to Soviet Russia, 
His address was exceedingly illuminating and thought provoking. 
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He requested us to regard what he said as confidential un¬ 
til after his return to America. We were very favorably- 
impressed with his spirit and message. 

So much has been crowded into our stay here that one 
feels almost dizzy. And yet, certain definite conclusions 
seem to be forming in my mind, which may possibly be of 
interest to you. 

(1) England is facing enormous economic difficulties 
as a result of the war and trade depression. We are told 
that there is greater unemployment this year than at any 
time since 1843. Many industries are practically at a stand¬ 
still. Mr. Pybus, who in his own and subsidiary companies 
employs 180,000 men, expressed the fear that the standard 

of life of the average workman would soon fall below the 
standard of 1914. Every speaker agreed that the old indus¬ 
trial system is failing to function and that drastic changes 
must be made within the near future. 

(2) Organized labor is very strong here. Collective 
bargaining and the right to organize are taken for granted. 

An Open Shop Drive to weaken or kill off the unions would 
be impossible here. Mr. Rowntree said very frankly that he 
greatly preferred to deal with the union rather than with 
the individual workman, and his view is shared by the major¬ 
ity of employers here. 

(3) There is a decided tendency in labor circles to 
turn away from direct economic action to political action 
as the means of achieving social ends. There are now 70 
Labour members of Parliament, which makes the Labour Party 
the second largest political party- Mr. Lloyd George said 
recently that a change of only 4 <f 0 in the vote would put the 
Labour Party in power. It is freely predicted that England 
will have a Labour Government within ten years. The Labour 
Party is composed of workers by brain as well as by hand. 

(4) We have been greatly impressed by the high quality 
of leadership in the Labour Party. Especially have we been 
impressed with their idealism, fairness and frank recognition 
of their weakness and their total lack of bitterness. 

(5) Almost every speaker has emphasized the importance 
of international affairs. We have had presentations of con¬ 
ditions in Russia, Central Europe, India and Ireland. All of 
the speakers have agreed that no solution of industrial prob¬ 
lems is possible apart from the solution of international 
problems. 
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The anti-war sentiment is exceedingly strong and several 
speakers have expressed the opinion that it would be impos¬ 
sible to get British workmen to go to war on any pretext. 

(6) Not a single speaker has advocated violence as 
the means of bringing about the new social order. All are 
agreed that the method must be that of evolution. There is 
a total lack of dependence upon suppression as the way out. 
These people are out after drastic and fundamental changes 
in the spirit and structure of society, but they are using 
the method of discussion and experimentation. 

Most of our party are leaving tonight for the Conti¬ 
nent where we expect to visit Belgium, Holland, Germany, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Austria, Italy, Switzerland and France. 

I hope to write you about this trip later. We expect to 
return to England in time for the important Trades Union 
Congress at Cardiff from September 5th to 10th.

Berlin, August 21, 1921, 


Dear Folks: 

The past eight fright days have been among the busiest 
and most profitable days of my life. $ cannot begin to 
give you a4\ adequate idea of the rapid whirl in which we have 
been. 


We left London on Friday night and crossed the Channel 
to the Hook of Holland. We then took the train to Rotterdam. 
After a short stay here we took the train a short distance to 
an old Dutch city by the name of Delft - it is quaint beyond 
description. I have some pictures which will give you some 
idea as to the place. We visited the ancient church where two 
of the greatest men of Holland are buried - William of Orange 
and Hugo Grotius. 


We then took the train for the Hague, only a few 
minutes away. Here we visited tne Peace Palace, built by 
Andrew Carnegie. We also visited the Art Gallery, an ancient 
castle dating from 1286, an old prison of the Spanish 
Inquisition, in which the old dungeons and instruments of 
torture are still preserved. It almost made on shudder. 


We arrived in Berlin on Sunday morning and during 
the next three days we were in an almost continuous series of 
interviews and conferences. Among the people with whom we 
talked are the following: Dr. Walter Rathenau, Minister of 
Reparations in the German Cabinet, the man who signed ohe 
Peace Treaty for Germany, -said to be the strongest man in 
Germany; Dr".

London, Sept, 2nd, 1921 


Dear Folks: 

Bore it Is ten o'clock and several long letters are* 
yet to toe written tonight. Really, 1 cannot remember when I 
have been under heavier pressure than during these weeks. Thi 
is the only explanation 1 have for not writing more often. 

You can hardly imagine just how many things I have been try¬ 
ing to get accomplished. 

My last general letter eas written from Berlin. I 
spent three additional days there, talking with various 
people and seeing different eights. We were taken in an 
automobile to several places throughout the city where we saw 
the terrible effects of the blockade u^on German children. 
Most of the children appear to be twe or three years younger 
than they really are, as a result of under- fee ding. There is 
still much suffering among the peer, on account of the exceedi 
ingly high prices - prices have risen about 15 times the pre¬ 
war price. The Quakers of America and England are doing a 
splendid piece of relief work in Germany and Central Europe. 

I also visited the famous War Museum - a large and beautiful 
building given over entirely to trophies and instruments of 
war. The Glory Room is one of the meet beautiful rooms 1 
hhve ever seen. With nations as with individuals, we reap 
what we sow. 

From Berlin I went alone to Munich, where 1 spent 

a day visiting the Art Gallery which is one ef the best 
in Europe. Then I went through Austria down to Verona and 
Milan in Italy. In Milan I saw the original Leonardo da 
Vinci's famous painting "The Last Supper" and also the 
famous cathedral, one of the largest and most beautiful 
in Europe. Then I crossed the famous St. Gotthard's Pass 
in Swltasrl&nd, through the nine mile tunnel, on be 
Lucern , Interlaken, Bern, Lausanne and Geneva. She weather 
wac ideal throughout the days I was in Switzerland and I 
cannot begin to describe the beauty of the mountains, 
valleys, lakes and green fields. The trip from Lausanne 
to Geneva by steamer was a never to be forgotten three 
hours of beauty. How I wish that you might have been with 
me. From Geneva I v.ent to Paris, where I spent two days, 
spending most of one day in the Louvre, said to be the 
finest collection of paintings and sculpture in the world. 
Many of the most famous paintings are here, also the famous 
Venus de Milo, the Code of Hammurabi, etc. I saw something 
of the night life of Peris and I can tell you that it vicious 
beyond description. If ancient Rome or Corinth was worfcse 
morally than Paris - wellJ I went to a fashionable theater 
where most disgraceful scenes were staged. Again Lhs thought 
occurs to me - as the sowing, so the harvest!

Taken as a whole the 18 days which I spent on the 
Continent were exceedingly worth while and the experience 
will bo of incalculable worth to me in my future work. 

On Monday wo are going to Cardiff in Wales for the 
annual Trades Union Congress, a most notable gathering of 
labor leaders* About this I will write later* 

Most of the party are returning on the 10th and 
14 th. Five of us - Ur* Eddy, Gamble, Shipp, Causey and 
myself - are sailing on the "Cedric* from South&nption on 
Sept* 17th, reaching Now York about the 25th* 

I suppose all of you are remembering that today is 
our 7th anniversary nu Mary's birthday. I have thought 
about it all day and have been homesick as can bo. The 
time is short, however, and it will not be long until I can 
be back home.

Toynbee Hall, London, 
September 10, 1921. 


Dear Friends: 

We have covered a great deal of territory since my 
last letter. On our way to Berlin we stopped off for a 
"brief visit at Rotterdam and the Hague. In Berlin a most 
notable series of interviews and conferences had been ar¬ 
ranged for us. Among the men with whom we talked are the 
following: Dr. Walter Rathenau, Minister of Reparations 

in the German Cabinet, the man who signed the Peace Treaty 
for Germany} Dr. F. A. Spiecker, one of the largest employ¬ 
ers of labor in the country} Dr. D.E. Axenfeld, Dr. Julius 
Richter, Pastor Paul LeSeur, Dr. Theophil Mann, leaders in 
the churches} Professor Eduard Meyer, eminent historian; 

Dr. Emil Seckel, Rektor of Berlin University; Dr. Emil Ab— 
derhalden, one of the foremost food chemists} Johann Sas— 
senbach, leader of the German trade unions; Dr. Wolfers, 
a Communist leader. We were also addressed by Mr. Frank 
Vanderlip, formerly president of the National City Bank of 
New York City, who happened to be in the city at the time. 

We also went down to Saarow, where we were entertained 
by Dr. George Michaelis, formerly Chancellor of the German 
Empire, who spoke to us about conditions in Germany and gave 
us interesting information concerning the Kaiser. During 
our stay in Dresden we were able to visit the Art Gallery, 
which contains a number of famous paintings, including 
Raphael’s Sistine Madonna. We then proceeded to Prague, 
capital city of the new republic of Czecho—Slovakia, where 
we met a number of prominent officials and saw something of 
social conditions there. 

From Prague we went to Upper Silesia, on the border be¬ 
tween Poland and Prussia. We motored for nearly three hun¬ 
dred miles over the region which was recently invaded by the 
Poles. The whole district is now being guarded by French, 
British and Italian troops, pending the decision of the 
League of Nations as to whether it shall be awarded to Po¬ 
land or to Germany. At one time we stood at the spot where 
Russia, Austria and Prussia formerly joined. We came away 
firmly convinced as to the economic unity of upper Silesia 
and are hoping that the League may find a solution that will 
avoid cutting it in two parts. The British and Italian of¬ 
ficers and the Americans with whom we talked are outspoken 
in their denunciation of the tactics of France and Poland. 
There is a general feeling that if any considerable portion 
of Upper Silesia is awarded to Poland, the seed will have 
been sown for another war. 




From Upper Silesia we went "back to Berlin, where we 
spent another three days, having an opportunity to see some¬ 
thing of the relief work of the Friends and social condi¬ 
tions of the city. From Berlin I took a hasty trip through 
Munich, across Austria into Northern Italy, making "brief 
stops at Verona and Milan. At the latter place I saw the 
famous cathedral and also the original "Last Supper" "by 
Leonardo da Vinci. I then had a glorious trip across the 
famous St. Gotthard’s Pass in Switzerland to Lucerne, In¬ 
terlaken, Bern, Lausanne and Geneva. After a "brief stay 
in Paris, I returned in time for the Trades Union Congress 
which has just closed its sessions at Cardiff in Wales. 

You may "be interested in certain impressions which 
have taken shape in my mind. (1) No one can stay here very 
long without being saddened by the comparative impotence of 
the churches. Here in England the churches do not have a 
vital hold upon the people, the great masses of working 
people are for the most part wholly out of touch with the 
churches. In Germany the situation is much worse. The 
Lutheran Church is narrow and highly individualistic, al— • 
most totally lacking in social vision. There was general 
agreement among the people with whom we talked that the mas¬ 
ses of common people are either hostile or indifferent to 
the churches. In France the churches are notoriously inef¬ 
fective. Moral conditions are unspeakably bad-in practical¬ 
ly all European cities. There has been an enormous increase 
in commercialized vice everywhere. There has been a general 
lowering of moral standards all along the line. Conditions 
in Paris especially are vile and disgraceful. 

(2) Europe is in a desperate economic condition. 

Mr. Vanderlip, who has recently studied conditions in most 
European countries, was exceedingly gloomy. We have been 
told by several people who have recently visited Russia 
that the situation there is tragic beyond words. Not only 
in the famine districts, where millions are in danger of 
actual starvation, but throughout most, of Russia there is 
great suffering and privation. It is impossible to say 
how much of Russia’s trouble is due to the blockade policy 
of the Allies and how much to the iniquities of the Bolshe¬ 
viks. Currency in Russia, Austria, and Poland is practical¬ 
ly worthless. England is faced with one of the darkest 
hours in her industrial history. Mr. Vanderlip says that 

he is convinced beyond the shadow of a doubt that economic 
conditions are going to get still worse in Europe. It seems 
certain that Europe is doomed to a lower standard of life. 

(3) From every quarter we have heard repeatedly of 
the necessity of a revision of the Treaty of Versailles. It 
is regarded by many as a treaty of vengeance and attempted 
annihilation. There is little doubt that France is deter¬ 
mined to crush Germany, and there is grave danger that she 
will succeed not only in so doing but that she will bring 
European civilization to the verge of collapse. 
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(4) If civilisation is to be saved a substitute 
must be found for war. It is a practical certainty that 
further war on a widespread scale in Europe will bring 
economic and moral collapse. The tragedy is that the 
powers that be in Europe have not learned their lesson 
and are pursuing a course that leads straight toward war, 
French and Polish militarists are in the saddle, German 
militarists are patiently awaiting the day when they will 
again be strong enough to strike. The brightest ray of 
light is that the common people of all these countries 
hate war and are determined to have nothing more to do 
with it. The hope of Europe lies with the common people. 
The great question is, will they gain power in time to 
prevent world catastrophe? 

Personally, I fail to understand how any person can 
reflect upon conditions in Europe and still sanction war 
as a means of settling international differences. Every 
thing I have seen and heard has confirmed my conviction 
that Christian people ought not to sanction or participate 
in war under any conceivable conditions. 

There is general agreement over here that the 
United States can not long remain aloof from European 
affairs, An enormous responsibility rests upon America. 
The world is dependent upon her financially, morally and 
spiritually. May she not be found wanting at such a time 
of need! 

I am sailing from Southampton on the "Cedric" on 
September 17th end should reach Hew York about the 25th. 

My address will be 311 Division Ave., Hasbrouck Heights, 
New Jersey. You may be sure that I am eager to see the 
home folks again.

Deer- Kirby,- 

Since our talk the other night,I have thought a lot not only about 
Mr.Eddy but abolfct yourself also and now I am going to take t^e liberty of 
doing to you what you suggested I should do to him—sit down and tell you 
exactly what I think of you and of what you ought to do. 

And the main burden of the sermon is just this—I do hope earnestly 
that you will keep up conscientiously your evangelistic work. And that 
for two reasons,first,in order to keep an even balance in your own life and* 
to assure a continued and full development in the side of the Christian life 
which you yourself feel to be the most important;second,as a corrective 
for your social investigations and your social message. There might be 
added a third reason,to disarm the criticisms and misunderstanding of the 
sincere but narrow-visioned advocates of the old ^personal message who 
believe that the two emphases cannot be combined, and that a man cannot 
give himself primarily to the social without losing the vitality of the 
personal, a 

And I want to say this at the outset,Kirby,that you fooled me 
completely this summer. I cannot tell you how glad. I am that v;e bad that 
last talk to-e'ether for,otherwise,I would have carried away an entirely 
false impression of you. I liked you tremendously and J profoundly- 
admired. your-sincerity even on tssues like ws.r 'where j couldnt agree 
with you;but I didnt believe that your own spiritual life ran very deep 
and I couldnt entirely accept your judgment because I didnt think it 
was tempered and corrected by a reality of personal faith and. experience. 

It wasnt until Thursday night that I got .any ihkling whatever of your

evangelistic fervor and of your deep persnal faith which is so real t-het 
it makes Tj y own look like dishwater. Now that is a terrific indictment 
of my ability to judge truly andjto see beneath the surface;but .isnt it 
also an indication that you ar-ent giving a true impression of your 
real and^. finest self? 

Of course,tt.is is just one aspect of the old question which I haye

hammered on so often this stunner,of the relation between the personal and. 
the social gospels and of the difficulty of retaining firm grasp on both. 

Am I right in my feeling that your necessary absorption with the social 
side of thirrgs has tended to dull the natural expression of your 
evangelistic enthusiasm ( although the fundamental convictions have remained 
unchanged),that you are tending to look at the people you are with in a 
more impersonal and objective way and to lose that intense personal interest 
in each man and woman with whom you are closely associated which you must 
have had when you were doing such powerful pers^ial evangelism? Think back 
over this summer’s experience and see if I am right;for I may be dead wrong. 
There have been some of our party although not many ( I am thinking of 
Paul B.fanchard and Ned Mansure and Marian Eancker and Miss Newell particularly) 
who have really ne§ded help this summer and I have been constantly wishing 
that someone who had exactly what you have might have at least tried to 
bring them into a deeper and surer spiritual reality. Perhaps you have 
done this very thing without my knowing anything about it. Certainly there 
was an opportunity for real service which was hard to beat. For in nearly 
every case it wasnt a question of forcing an opening and winning the 
confidence of the uninterested;for all of them with the probable 
exception of Paul were earnestly seeking for more light. And I dont 
believe there was one of us in the party who wouldnt have been tremendously 
helped by all that you'have to give. It was certainly time in my own case. 

Now this i-snt meant in criticism,Kirby,for it involves a-confession of 
failure on the part of the rest of us who pretend to mate the personal side 
of things our chief concern. But our failure only .makes the r-esponteibility of 
those -who have what we lack the more certain. And so I hopfc that,not yilj 
methodically and as a matter of duty/cut with all the fervor and power of 
an essential part- of your Christian service,you will keep up your 
evangelistic work both along public and personal lines. At least I hope 
you will take time to think over this whole question mighty carefully and 
to get down to the fundamental roots of it,for I believe it is absolutely 
vital in your own life just now. Dont underestimate the importance of the 
third point I made above. I am thinking in terms of people like Sam Shoemaker 
who see and believe in the social vision but who think that we"social 
gospel enthusiasts” are so exclusively wound up in it that they must coniine 
their attention exclusively to the personal in order to balance us. And then 
one of the great problems of the immic?e/iate future is the reconciliation of 
these two groups and their reunion in united effort. Eut it seems to me 
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that the great" reason why it is essential for you to keep up the 
evangelistic side of things vigorously is,paradoxically enough,in order tc 
increase your usefulness in what you relieve to oe your fielc. si this time— 
the social gospel. Why a man's judgment becomes warped airtunreliable, 
why what he says loses its conviction-carrying power,why the stature of 
his own personality becomes dwarfed when he loses vital touch with inaimaual 
men and women and with the problems of life and soul which are eternal, 

I do not know. But we & know that that is what happens. It seems tc be 
an iron law of life. Men are constantly trying to disprove it and to convince 
themselves that it isnt true or that they are the one exception wto^ 
can live outside the law;but we know in our deepest thinking, that they all 
fail. And so, if your social message and your social conviction a no. your 
social vision are to carry any permanent validity and any consistent 
correspondence with; the Will of God,it seems plat it is essential that the 
personal side of things shaijoccupy a large tot"in your work. How you 
are going to work the thing out in practice,I dent know. But it seems to me 
you. haveJ3lear example in Jesus’ life. I often think we must stop and study 
more closely the sources of His power. For he was up against the same temptation 
which is going to face you this year. Time and again when the opportunities 
for work were boundless,when it seemed as though he could have gone on 
indefinitely .in his healing,preaching end converting,he turned deliberately 
aside from limitless opportunities and slipped away alone. It must have 
seemed inexplicable .to the people at the time and his example runs directly

_ife which is so well summarized 


in the adage to “ make hay while the sun shines”. There is no doubt but that 
in our great enthusiasm we are in danger- of losing sight of the only possiole 
sources'of power which are going to render the enthusiasm effective.^ 

I cant help but feel after our talk to-gether-,that your- greatest 
natural bent lies along the lines of evangelism and rot of the social 

gospel at all,just as I feel mine obviously lief along the lines or law an? - v 

not religious,^crk. But that doesnt mean that you are wrong in what you 
TrenoTdoing. For oftentimes it is necessary to turn out of the channel of 
our- natural work to undertake something which must be dene ana which others 
are not doing. But it dees mean that you have particular gifts along this 
line and that surely there could be no place in the plan for- your- full service

you may not have converted all of the party to your own convictions on 
War,I think there is not one of as who is not returning with his 
convictions against war multiplied a hundred fold, and that is largely due 

to your influence. Personally,I still can not believe that the position 
of the conscientious objector is the highest expression-of the spirit of 
Jesus;but I hate war as I never hated it before and I will join with 
you to the last ditch in fighting it. 

Mow about Mr.Eddy, f dont get any clearer light on it yet. However, 

I am convinced of' this nuch, You are right that he has got to stpp trying 
to carry water on both shoulders. He must stop,first,because it is never 
the-true Christian position;second,because it is absolutely out of keeping 
with his own nature and will ruin his power and his dynamic. As I see it 
now,he must stop compromising his real convictions and, on whatever 
subject he talks,he must say exactly what he thinks and all of what he thinks 
The other course may be possible for some men;with Mr.Eddy it amounts to 
insincerity. My own conviction,Kirby,is that this means he must get on 
subjects where he" can speak his whole mind with all the intensity of his 
contagious conviction . If he cannot do this on the subjects which he 
is now handling either because of the controversial nature cf the subjects 
or because of the formative condition of his own convictions,he must keep 
off those subjects. I believe he ought to keep off controversial subjects, 
for it was never Mr.Eddy’s sift to speak along those lines. His field has 
always been and’ always will be the fundamental indisputable truths of 
life which no Christian in honest sincerity can deny.( Personally j have 
is helpful in apolegetice;that type of thinking is not 
T '‘ffeSflgt’me-anjfr^h.e' the,,social gospel. 

I do think it means he must probably ehange the nature of the development cf 
his social message as he now sees it. If,as you believe,it i£ Sod’s will 
that he should be the prophet of a spiritual revival cons truc ted ourhef 
a social cef crm&tion ^as seems quite possible,surely hal^’p^t*^ prophet 
will be to convict the world of its sccis] and industrial sin as he alone 
could do it;others must later advance specific plans for the way of salvation 
Mr. Eddy now faces a tremendous temptation to forsake this -primary,elementary 
message and to give his thought to specific cures. But that- is not his field; 
his field is the more essential and more important one of convicting the 
world of its indisputable sin. Here there is no reason why he should mince hi 
words. Re cannot do sc and carry conviction. 

There is one other aspect to this whole question—its relation to his

Dear Mr. Page; 

I have had a talk with Cavert this morning concerning the 
matters which we discussed last night. He agrees with me very emphat¬ 
ically that if the Committee set up has the personnel which we indi¬ 
cated last night, there will be no difficulty with the Administrative 
Committee of the Federal Council. He declines to take seriously the 
suggestion of difficulties so far as administration is concerned with 
reference to outlining the field of the Committee's operations. He 
thinks that this matter can be handled very simply by seeking confer¬ 
ence as we need it. He feels that Dr. Gulick should probably be a 
member of the Committee and that Dr• Brown will be a very helpful 
member. 

I thought you had better have this word before the meeting 
so that you would know how Cavert's mind is working on the matter. 

I am enclosing a list of the names that we suggested last 
night with the addition noted. If the Committee should be the Educa¬ 
tional Committee of the Commission, Mr. Cavert should be made a regular 
member since he would not be a member ex-officio. By the present 
arrangement I am ex-officio Secretary of the Committee although this is 
mainly a matter of status. Any suitable arrangement can be made. If 
the Committee should be an official Committee it would be understood, 
of course, that Dr. Tippy would have the ex-officio privilege of partici¬ 
pation in its work. 

As I said to you, I shall be quite agreeable to have the 
Committee sustain a less immediate relation to the Commission if that 
should be thought desirable. The former plan is simpler and in my 

iudgment better in some ways. I feel confident that the whole Federal 
Council constituency would prefer the former plan if a continuous pro¬ 
gram of publication"is planned. If the publications of the Committee 
are going to constitute a very large portion of our total output. It 
would seem that the closest possible relationship would be best.

as to Bo. 2, I did not have any such information. 

X was under the impression that you were backing McPherson 
in hie work and that you hoped for better dayB in the ohurch 
after 1 was gone and that you expected to be sole to cooperate 
more wholeheartedly with him than you had been able to with 
me.

Dear Friends: 

The conference held in New York City on November 2nd and 3rd 
for the purpose of considering the advisability of forming a Fellowship 
for a Christian Social Order was attended by about 125 persons from 
ten states. The two days were spent in earnest discussion of the need 
for such a Fellowship and the difficulties and dangers involved in its 
formation. 


A few of those who were present or who expressed their opin¬ 
ions in letters did not feel the need for such a movement. A very large 
majority, however, expressed the strong conviction that such a Fellow¬ 
ship is needed. Many reasons were given as the basis of this conclu¬ 
sion, including: the desire for a more intimate acquaintance with 
those of like mind and purpose, the value of mutual exchange of ideas 
and experiences and closer cooperation in the common task, the desire 
to strengthen existing agencies that are seeking the establishment of 
a Christian social order, the creative power of the group-mind, etc. 

Among those who were strongly convinced that the Fellowship 
should be formed, there were differences of opinion upon two important 
points. First, should there be informal groups for mutual education, 
inspiration and cooperation, or should there be a new organization for 
the purpose of carrying on classes, open forums and conferences for 
the general public? Second, should the method be that of education or 
of propaganda? Should the Fellowship confine itself to an exchange of 
ideas and experiences or snould it pass resolutions and in its own name 
attack specific evils? 

There was no attempt at formal voting upon these questions. 

It is certain, however, that a Large majority were in general agree¬ 
ment upon the following: 

(1) A Fellowship for a Christian Social Order should be 

formed. 

(2) It should be a Fellowship and not a new organization 
with a program of classes, conferences, open forums and kindred activ¬ 
ities for non-members. 

(3) The Fellowship should not pass resolutions and should 
not in its own name make attacks upon specific social evils. 

(4) The Meetings of Fellowship members will undoubtedly 
lead to plans for vigorous action. Such action, however, should be 
expressed through existing agencies or in some manner independent of 

the Fellowship. 

(5) The Fellowship should be broad enough to include 
Protestants, Roman Catholics, Jews and persons without ecclesiastical 
connections, who are in accord with the ideals of Fellowship. 
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Ihe Fellowship functions through personal contact, cor¬ 
respondence, group meetings for fellowship ana mutual education 
and periodic conferences - local, sectional and national, 
conferences will undoubtedly result in plans for vigorous action. 
This is their purpose. Vie believe, however, that the religion^ 
forces of America have at their disposal adequate organizational 
machinery. Vie have no desire, therefore, to complicate the siuu|- 
tion bv adding another organization, accordingly, plans ior -ction 
reached at Fellowship conferences will be carried out througn ex¬ 
isting church organizations or in some manner independent ot trie 
Fellowship. The Fellowship does not plan to conduct classes, open 
forums, conferences or kindred activities for non-members, nor to 
pass resolutions of any sort or go on record as endorsing or .is- 
approving any given program or practice. It does not assume re¬ 
sponsibility for the utterances of any of its members. 

in our desire to avoid over-organization, the structure of 
this Fellowship has been made as simple as possible. There is 
National Committee of 40 members, an Executive Committee oi 12 mem¬ 
bers and a Convener of each local group. Uo provision m- 
;he formal organization of local groups in churcnes co^ieg^, juc. 
One member in each group is selected as convener and correspondent 
and-the various members meet together from time to i-ime without 
formal organization.

TEE FELLOWSHIP FOR A CHRISTIAN SOCIAL ORDER 


PURPOSE 

This Fellowship hinds together for mutual education, in¬ 
spiration and cooperation, men and women who are seeking funda¬ 
mental changes in the spirit and structure of the present social 
order through an uncompromising application of the spirit and 
; -inciples of jesus in all relationships of life. 

PRINCIPLES 

as we interpret these principles, the ultimate goal of 
endeavor is the establishment of a social order, the Kingdom of 
God on earth, wherein the maximum opportunity is afforded for the 
development and enrichment of every human personality; and in 
which the supreme motive is that of love and good-will in the de¬ 
sire to aid in the creation of a society in which abundant life 
is the possession of all. We re-affirm our belief in the "Social 
Ideals of the Churches" as set forth by the Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ in America, in the "Social Reconstruction 
Program" of the National Catholic 'Welfare Council, and in the 
"Social justice Program" of the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis. 


PROBLEMS 

in seeking the realization of these Ideals - the establish¬ 
ment of the Kingdom of God on earth - we must endeavor to change 
or abolish such unchristian aspects of our present social order as: 
Vast wealth for a few- and insufficiency for many; monopoly of 
natural resources and excessive concentration of power and privilege 
in the hands of the few; autocratic control of industry; sabotage, 
restriction of output, graft, and violence, whether by employer or 
workman; selfish competition for private gain instead of coopera¬ 
tion for the common good; production for individual profit and 
po^ T er rather than for social use and service; dishonesty and un¬ 
faithfulness in public life; class, national and racial arrogance, 
antagonism and greed; war, with its inevitable waste of humen life 
and its utter denial of the gospel of brotherhood. 


METHOD 

We believe that in the spirit and principles revealed in 
the life and teachings of jesus is to be found the power which will 
make possible the building of this new social order. We are con¬ 
vinced that this transformation will best be achieved by open-mind¬ 
ed examination of suggested solutions, free discussion, varied ex¬ 
perimentation and heroic action by each individual or group accord¬ 
ing to conscientious conviction. This will insure that the neces¬ 
sary changes are brought about through educational, evolutionary 
and spiritual processes. We dedicate ourselves -to the task of over¬ 
coming evil with good, and pledge ourselves to vigorous activity 
in the application of those principles in our own lives and in 
social affairs.

Herewith I enclose a rough outline 
of a proposed text-hook on industrial problems 
for use in voluntary groups of college students. 
You will see that the course covers thirteen 
topics, one each week throughout the quarter. 

It is proposed to divxie each study into three 
section! namely: (1) Facte. (2) Principles. 

(5) Programs or Su gg ested Solutions. This 
present outline is* of course, only in tentative 
form and will need to be greatly modified. 

It has occurred to ms that this is 
the sort of a book that cannot adequately 
be treated by one person. Surely this is the 
sort of thing upon which a group should be 
working. In my judgment this could well be 
fitted into the scheme upon which your 
Educational and research Comritteea are now 
at work. If such r*n arrangement is possible, 

1 would gladlp cooperate with such a group. 

May I take the liberty of suggesting the 
following as members of the group assigned 
the task of producing this sort of text-book:

Dear Mr. Pages 

At a recent meeting of the Executive Committee of this Com¬ 
mission, action was taken on recommendation of the Educational Committee 
increasing the size of that Committee in order to include representatives 
of other groups than those now definitely represented. The attached list 
gives the personnel as approved by our Executive Committee. 

According to this plan the Committee will represent the several 
cooperating religious bodies which are organized for social service, the 
Y.M.C.A. and Y.V/. C..A., including the Student Departments, the International 
Sunday School Lesson Committee, the Missionary Education Movement, and in 
addition will haye contacts with one or two less formally organized groups 
whi;h are at work in the fields of social service. 


It is hoped that by this plan full cooperation can be secured 
in the preparation of educational literature for the churches and Chris¬ 
tian Associations and for study groups af all descriptions, particularly 
in those matters which involve the application of Christian principles 
to economics, industry and politics. The Committee will undertake to 
plan a comprehensive educational program and will follow the group method 
in its preparation. So far as possible, all the groups will cooperate in 
promotion. 

The above statement does not indicate any change in the policy 
of the Federal Council with reference to educational work. It indicates 
rather an expansion along lines already laid down. 77e hope to assemble 
the full Committee in the near future to discuss its plan of work. 

I trust you will accept membership on this Committee. It does 
not involve official representation of your organization. Your membership 
will be personal but we desire to have represented the point of view of 
your organization.

When I wrote the enclosed editorial on 
CHOSEN PEOPLE, you will easily understand that I had the 
spirit of our Fellowship very much in mind. I am sending 
a galley proof to you of that and the one which preceded 
it, for a particular reason. If you will read the one on 
THE LEAD ER POLICY you will understand without further 
enlargement on my part how eager I am to have modern-minded 
and vital men on our editorial staff. If we are to make it 
anywhere nearly what I have described it, "A Journal of 
Tomorrow", it must be because we secure increasingly the 
cooperation of the men of tomorrow, among whom, needless to 
say, we count yourself. 

Can you, and will you, write brief editorials 
for us occasionally, and let me include your name among our 
other Editorial Contributors? Of course I do not need to tell 
you that no religious paper pays anything comparable to the 
secular press; but largely by common consent among the staff 
we agreed on an honorarium of two cents a word for editorials. 
And we have established a maximum limit of five hundred words - 
something on the theory of Chauncey Depew's famous story of the 
length of an after-dinner speech. Someone asked him how long 
it should be.

I am quite aware that the matter of an 
honorarium will make no difficulties in your decision, and it 
is only intended as an expression of appreciation on our part.

It is not yet ready for publication* I 
desire to do further work upon it, and have sent copies 
of it to five or six people for comment and criticism.

You have doubtless noticed the new management of 
the "World Tomorrow." I have been in rather close 
touch with them and it is my opinion that they are go¬ 
ing to make this paper even more worthwhile than it has 
been in the past* They are changing the character of 
It somewhat, are going to make each issue deal with one 
major subject, and are going to attempt to reach the 
young people, especially college students. The rate 
is being reduced to $1.00 per year* I understand that 
their circulation manager is writing to Mr* Clark to 
see if it is possible to work an exchange arrangement 
with you both as to subscriptions and as to advertise¬ 
ments. I hope that you will find it possible to work 
out some such arrangement. 

Will you have somebody in the office eend me your 
advertising rates? I think, perhaps, we would like 
to run a quarter or a half page ad in the "Century" of 
our Christianity and Industry Series. We have been 
exceedingly gratified at the re-ponse thus far to these 
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pamphlets. Z believe that this oh*op pamphlet form is

I have just read with a great deal of interest your kind letter of 
December 3 and the attached memorandum concerning the New York con¬ 
ference* 

I agree with the plan heartily and surely with the group of leaders 
whom you had at the conference the movement cannot fail if as individ¬ 
uals they carry the spirit of the group back into their local commun¬ 
ities. 

It seems to me there can be no doubt as to the need of just such a 
movement as this-kind. Those of us who are dealing with different 
phases of The labor problem all of the time certainly realize that 
^Vifert^^fomething must take the place of the present day methods 
where opposing sides meet for the one purpose of seeing how much 
they can get out of the other side. 

I note your suggestion that I might start a discussion-group here in 
Des Moines, I have been thinking of the matter very seriously and 
sincerely wish that I could see my way clear to do that very thing. 
However, as I told you while in New York, the Lanes are now living 
in the country and with the work around the place and the distance 
from town, it makes it somewhat inconvenient to come back to the 
city in the evening. As it is now, I am in town once or twice of 
evenings during the week attending meetings of one kind or another 
that may come up and that deal directly with my line of work. As 
these come along 1 feel that I must take them in as a duty to my 
employer if nothing more.

Received 
a lot of new books from England and we are studying hard all the time to keep 
abreast with the signs of the times and the best helps in spiritual things. 

We have your article in magazine and thank you for remembering us. 

Doubtless you know that Perry lost his job again on November 
15th, is now at Mother’s, and we are planning to run up for 3 days Christmas. 

I surely hope nothing• int erf eras because we are anxious to see Mother and know 
how she is looking forward to it. Wish you could be with us, but deem it out 
of the question, this time. Our new home is a constant delight and we enjoy receiv¬ 
ing our many friends in it. Have been trying to get Mother down for a visit and 
hope to be successful while Perry and Edith are there to help take care of things 
during her absence. Norma and her sisters made a trip to see Albert & Zule for 
a few days, had a good time and brought back a quantity of pecans. But the bad 
feature was that they all got poison oak, including Zula, and that certainly 
tomented Norma for two or three weeks. She had about gotten rid of it now, 
for which we are thankful. 

Here is some real news for you, if you have not already heard 
it from Mother or Perry. After waiting almost two years for a promised increase 
of salary, I have decided that it will not be forthcoming honestly, so have 
turned in my "resignation" - effective Jan. 1, 1922. I served notice on Mr. 

Broun Armistice Day but have not yet informed him ae to my plans for the future. 

I shall embark in a business career for myself however. Cerl G. Swedman, an 
expert builder and architect, who has been active in Houston for past 12 years, 
as building contractor and building superintendent for Houston Land Corporation 
and George T. Broun and more recently for himself again, asked me to join him 
in a partnership on a 50/50 basis. I accepted and will be business manager, have 
charge of the office, do the estimating, purchasing and accounting and he will 
have charge of all construction work. Ws will have no heavy expense or employees 
and hope to operate on as little as 1 % overhead. We are looking for offices now, 
bought a dandy typewriter* today, and have working arrangement with salesman to 
bring us all his business and also look after all Bales for us for only on 

each item,- he furnishes his own car and gasoline too. Hope to work perry in 
with us soon to look after repair work and small alterations and additions. 




•Have in mind to make this a separate department, on commission basis or rather 
cost plus 10% to 15%, depending on site of job, and let him have all that can 
be made out it. No salary though. Swedman will get him all the workmen he can 
use and assist with structural details and plans where necessary and I will do 
the purchasing of material on our account and we will boost him all we can as 
it will be a feeder for our business. Hope we can make it work out fine for 
all concerned and Perry will loarn the business even more thoroughly too. 
lf 0 have plenty of everything but cash, so if you have or can get hold of a 
few hundred dollars that you could let me use for say 90 days, I would be glad 
to pay 8% interest on it and would agree to return it promptly on an agreed 
date, if it waB so desired. We will have one or two houses to start on our 
opening date and will have a good line of credit all over town but it will 
take some money to fit up our office and take care of my own living expenses 
for the first month or two until we can turn something into cash. One firm 
has placed its limit already on our credit of $ 25 , 000 . and we have lots of 
friends and business men who sire willing to back us to the limit for we have 
the ability and integrity,- that's all it takes. Any help you could make in 
this opening of the new business would be highly appreciated. u f course if 
you are using all your funds we will get along some way but I am seeking to 
make it as easy on ourselves as possible, without hurting anyone else. A 
little ready cash helps a lot to make prestige and give a feeling of ease 
and security in dealing with the public. Will give you more details later 
as things develop. I will work on here until the first of the year and 
then drop out and into the new firm. I know you will wish jib well and hope 
to make §10,000. each next year, for Swedman and also for Page. A t is possible 
that we shall run our profits in excess of that figure, but grant that we are 
able only to achieve one half of the sum nanre^ still that is not bad for the 
first year and will be better than working here for § 300 . a month. 

It is late now and I am ruBhed for time but 1 did want to 
say this much to you. Hope you are all keeping well and know it must be 
some experience for Kirby, Jr., at the school. Tell them both "hello" for 
us and we send lots of love. Write when you feel like it and have time.

I was recently told that in steel communities south 
of Chicago the rate was down to 26^, 25^, and even 
24j2f. 

3. Page 5. "The Industrial Conference Board is now dis¬ 
puting the validity of the ’Family of five standard’" 
They claim that, where this is the average, some of 
the children are over fourteen and are of earning ca¬ 
pacity . 

4. Page 8. Regarding wiping cut of increase in labor 
costs compared with English experience. Is it wise 
to suggest cutting wages for the skilled mechanics? 

In England the Union offered to bear the cost of ul¬ 
timate loss and were not required to make good their 
guarantee. Could this not be provided against by 
insuran ce? 

5. Page 11. I was told the other da.y that at the time of 
the Merger the actual value of the property was doubled 
in the capitalization, the extra half being for good 
will. 

Y. Page 13. "The market rate." Does not the corporation 
play a very heavy part in making the market rate. When 
they cut wages or prices, others follow.

Dear Friends: 

You hare doubtless heard from Gratton as to the 
response to the enquiry regarding the formation of an organ¬ 
isation of old Drake friends, With only one or two exceptions 
all of the persons responded favorably, lost of the replies 
indicated a desire for a limited membership, so no new names 
are being aded to the original twenty-five. "The Roberts 
Club of Drake University" seems to be the best name suggested. 
Most of the men thought that the writing of an annual thesis 
was too heavy a demand. It was suggested that the Annual 
Meeting be held in oonnection with the General Convention. 

All of the members thought that the idea of regular corres¬ 
pondence with the other members was a good one. 

After consultation, the Bxeoutlve committee has 
decided to aall the First Annual Meeting to convene in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, beginning Monday evening, October 13th, 
at 8:00 p.M. Since the first day's program of the General 
Convention is usually lighter and less important than that 
of succeeding days, it is thought that we might have sessions 
of our organization on Monday evening, Tuesday Burning and 
Tuesday afternoon, with a daily luncheon or breakfast together 
throughout the week. 

The Executive Committee would like to suggest the 
following as the program for the Annual Meeting. Theme: The 
present V.orld Situation from the Christian Viewpoint , (l) In 
India ana Siam, Wta. Roosa, (2) in Egypt, island parr, (3) In 
Japan, Hex Cole, (4) In the War Zone, Nathan Rogers, (5) In 
America, Rex Kinsell. It is understood that those who are 
to appear on the program will take the matter seriously and 
make adequate preparation for a really worth while presentation 
of the subject. 

It seems to me that the above program will be one 
well worth travelling a long way to hear. The General 
Convention Itself is to be unusually important this year, 
several matters of vital Interest being up for action. It 
is earnestly hoped that every member will plan to be present 
who possibly can do bo. 

Not least of the values of suoh a gathering will be 
the opportunity of renewing and deepening old friendships. 
Copies of the papers presented at the Annual Meeting will be 
sent to the members who are unable to be present. Much of 
the future ueefulneee of the Roberts Club depends upon the 
way it gets started, and to this end &e large an attendance 
as possible at the First Annual Meeting is desired. 

Please let me know ae early as possible whether or 
not you are planning to attend this First A nnu al Meeting. I 
shall endeavor to make reservations, so that all of us may 
be entertained in fche same neighborhood. 

Feel free to make suggestions regarding the annual 
meeting or any other matters eonneoted with the organization.

Dear Taylor: 

Since you were here there has been a lot 
of discussion within the Inner group concerning 
the 1923 conference* There seems to be general 
agreement that two men should give part time to 
this for the present. The men agreed upon are 
yourself and Henry Atkinson* 

This brings to a focus the whole question 

of your future relationship to Mr. Eddy and the 
Fellowship. Are you In such a position now that 
you could give half time to the Fellowship end the 
1923 conference? These two things fit together 
almost perfectly. 

There would be a very great advantage 
in your talcing up this 1923 conference work early 
in the year. Could you get free from engagements 
so that you could give half of your time to this 
proposition? You recognize the need of getting 
Mils under way at the earliest possible moment* 
There is every reason to believe that this con- 
ference may prove to be the event of the decade 
in the realm of social Christianity* 

Mr. Eddy will be writing you in an 
official way within the near future. In the 
meantime, you will be thinking the matter over. 

What do you think of w. S. Lockhart of 
Youngstown as a possible successor for you? Ho 
has many Qualifications for this work*

Dear Valter: 

You will r or ember that during our conversation 
on last Monday afternoon, I said that I would probably 
send you certain correspondence in order that we night 
dear up the nisunderstending existing in the minds of 
certain people with reference to my leaving the work in 
Ridgewood, and with regard to the loan fron the Board of 
Church Extension, it seems worth while to give a rather 
full statement of the faete in the ease for the benefit 
of those concerned. 

1 began my work with the Ridgewood church en 
the first Sunday in January 1917 and. preached each Sunday 
during the next four months. At this time 1 was serving 
ns Secretary to Mr. Eddy and had my Sundays free, on 
Ray 6th 1 sailed for the war none and within a few months 
the work was taken up by Varvin Sans bury. 

It so happened that X returned to Hew York for 
the first Sunday in July, 1918 Just after Sansbury had 
resigned in order to enter the army as a chaplain, l 
had expected to be in Rew York only a few weeke, having 
already definitely arranged to return to the University of 
Chicago to complete my preparation for the work of a mis¬ 
sionary. 1 was finally prevailed upon to aeeept the work 
in Ridgewood. I did this with the definite expectation 
of remaining in Ridgewood for three years, that is, until 
July 1921. 


On larch 21, 1919, 1 wrote to Pro. Atwater, at 
the suggestion of Hr. Guy Inman, offering myself for service 
in South America, to begin in about three jears. Vrt, 
Atwater felt that it was unwise to enter into a definite 
agreement so far in advance and nothing resulted from that 
letter. 


Along in April or Kay of 1919 we began to negotiate 
with the Board of Church Extension with regard to securing 
their help in erecting our new building. At tr.at time we 
were thinking in terms of a 840,000 complete building. 

On V&y 19, 1919 Kr. Buckley wrote asking how 
long 1 expected to stay with the Ridgewood Church. On 
Kay 22, 1919 1 replied that if we were successful In 
getting the new building 1 would agree to stay until 
July 1922. I also wrote president Burnham to this effect. 
Utile this was a definite understanding on my part, no 
contract was signed. 
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Sarly in June 1919, X vent to Kansas City and 
presented our appeal before the Board of Churoh Extension. 
They agreed to sake us a gift of #20*000 sad a loan of 
#20,000, subject to the approval of the next Convention. 
This was later approved by the Convention. In the seen* 
tine the American Christian missionary society had agreed 
to stake us a loan up to #20*000, In order that we might 
get started without delay. As a natter of fact, however, 
building operations did not actually start until December 
and little headway was made until the following Spring. 

On October 22, 1919 vr. Puckley wrote me that 
the Board of Church Extension had decided to postpone 
indefinitely the erection of the Ridgewood building. 

Since ai'thie time wo were still sxpecting to take up 
foreign missionary work, this action rade it look prob¬ 
able that the building would not bo built during our stoy 
in Ridgewood. Hr. Bremer and the building eosasiitee 
expressed the conviction that there was little likelihood 
of building costs being reduced stateri&lly within the 
next year or two, due to the enormous demand for houses 
In New York City. At this time there wee talk of another 
denomination building a Community Bouse in Ridgewood. 

It did seem to all of ue that It was a ease of building 
the Church then or not doing it at all. 

On October 27, 1919, Vr. A. 0. Chaney wrote to 
Yr. Fuckley saying: "It is e question right now up to 
the American Christian Ylselonary Society and the 'iittn- 
sion Board as to whether or not this desirable field be 
taken by the Disciples or bo abandoned. There 1 e really 
no choice between the two alternatives, I believe the 
^roffierhood at large "would like to have it taken and 
protected and privlded for by the Disciples Churoh, based 
on the good start that has already been made. It is 
probably most favorable and more favorable than any other 
location you arc likely to secure in any other largo City 
in the United States and 1 think with the progress that 
has already been made there should not be such fear of 
working in the large eltles and they are demonstrating 
their fear of the large cities, in my opinion, this 
should be seriously considered before deciding adversely 
in the matter." 

On Rovessber 4, 1919 president Burnham wrote to 
me ae follows: "You have put the matter plainly and suc¬ 
cinctly. e :ust either go forward and render the service 
which is demand*a in that comr.unity i or surrender the 
field to some other religious body better able to do the 
work than ourselves." 

Ae a result of this general agreement that it 
was then or not at all, 1 wrote to president Burnham as 
follows: "I would greatly appreciate your frank opinion 

ae to whether you do not think I could render a greater 










service to the Kingdom of God by getting 'into some field 
there a sore Adequate equipment so old nake possible a 
broader and sore permanent work than I could by remain¬ 
ing on here if the erection of our new building ie to be 
indefinitely postponed. ** 

About this tine ft received a bid fron another 
contractor which vac very much lower than aqy received 
up to that tine and the Board of Church Sxtension agreed 
to accept thie bid. 

On Rovereber 14, 1919 I received a letter fron 
Vr. Buckley in vhieh he said that the Ridgewood Church vae 
being included in the Interehureh budger for a gift of 
160,000 and & lean of #20,000. on November 20th the 
Disciples Missionary Union paeeed a resolution requesting 
that the Ridgewood Church be placed on the Interehureh bud¬ 
get for a total of #05,000, of which $70,000 was to be a 
gift, on Bovereber 24th, Mr. ruckley replied that he wae 
presenting this request for #05,000 to hie board. 

At no tine did I make a request for a larger 
lean than #20,000. All of us agreed that it would be 
foolish, if not fatal, to place a larger permanent devt 
than #20,000 on the- Ridgewood church, on Bay 10, 1919 
Br. ruckley wrote res that the Board of Church Extension 
regarded a loan of #50,000 as too large for the Ridge¬ 
wood church, in his letter of November 14, 1919, he set 
the loan at #20,000 and the proposed gift at #60,000. 

In tr-y conatuni cation of Hovercber 21, 1919 the amount of 
the loan mentioned was #20,000. On Roverts .or 2^, 1919 
the Official Board of the Ridgewood Church passed a 
resolution asking for a loan of #20,000 and a gift of 
#75,000 out of the Interehureh money. On the Sunday 
prior to Kovenber 26, 1919 1 announced from the pulpit 
that 1 had received a eor«unication from t Jr. Buckley in 
vhieh he had suggeeted a loan of #20,000 and a gift of 
#60,000 out of the Interehureh money. 1 give these de¬ 
tails to emphasise the fact that r £0,000 was the r-axiraun 
loan considered by any of us. I talked this ratter over 
on numerous occasions with i>r. Gordon, Rr. Chaney, Mr. 
Kramer, Mr. Buckley and president Burnhss I are still of 
the opinion that $20,000 ie the lireit which the Ridgewood 
church can be expected to repay. 1 said all along that 
it would require strenuous endeavors to raise even thie 
large a *l® within the next ten or fifteen years. In all 
of the above 1 have not Included the #5,500 loan for the 
parsonage. 


During ell of these negotiations it was taken 
for granted by everyone concerned that the interehureh 
campaign would be a success and all our calculations were 
made on this basis, we fully expected to have the en.ire 
building, including the auditorium, completed within two 
years. 








(Ml Vay 28, 1920, to agr utter surprise Kr. Eddy 
eagf.ee ted the possibility of rcy resigning from the church 
end giving my eh ole tire to a cosh ins t ion of study and 
writing along the line of applying the principles of 
Jesus to our modern social and industrial problems, and 
to evangelical speaking in the colleges. Thle was wholly 
unexpected and up to this moment 1 had definitely expeoted 
to continue with the Ridgewood Church until July 1622. 

Sr. Sddy*s proposition appealed to me tremendously. I 
told his that it was quite out of the question for we to 
consider leaving Ridgewood at that tine, but that aa eoon 
as the work of the Church was in such shape that I could 
leave without endangering the work there, X would be glad 
to consider hie proposition. 

On July 12, 1620, he wrote me from Berlin asking 
if 1 oould begin on January 1, 1621. on July 50, 1620 1 
replied that 1 oould not consider resigning from the church 
on January 1, 1621. Z suggested to his that if be would 
finance a Church visitor and a stenographer to assist me, 
perhaps X could do a considerable amount of study and 
writing beginning January first. 

During part of the searner of 1920, three of ay 
old gollege friends were staying with ice - Sansbury, Hughes 
and Elliott. I talked this whole proposition over with 
them. X raised the question with Sansbury as to whether 
or not he would be interested in returning to the Ridgewood 
Church beginning with July 1921. He agreed to give the 
natter serious consideration. Along in early September 
1920 isy wife and I agreed that in all probability it would 
be better to endeavor to secure an Associate Pastor with 
the $200 a month which Vr. Edy was providing, than to 
secure a Church visitor and a strnogr&pher. Accordingly 
on September 9, 1920 1 wrote to Sansbury and asked if he 
oould consider beginning the Ridgewood work within the 
immediate future. On September 2 ; th I received a telegram 
froa him in which he said that he could not consider the 
Ridgewood work. I then approached John Gratton, but he too 
declined to consider the work. At Qratton v s suggestion X 
talked with you on September 50th and within a few days you 
agreed to take up the work with me with the expectation 
of assuming full charge in July 1921 if all went well. 

Prior to this I had talked the whole situation 
over at length with Vr. Stine, Chairman of the Board, and 
with Dr. Gordon, representative of the United Society. 

On October 11, 1920 - neaely mine months before 1 gave up 
the Ridgewood work - X wrote to president Burnham fully 
about the whole situation, sending a copy of the latter 
to Vr. Xuckley. On oatober 14, 1920, Kr. puckley replied 
reminding me that X had definitely agreed to stay until 
July 1922. On Ootober 18th I replied at great length. 

Amont other things X said: 





•Your important letter of the 14th was read 
with the greatest eare. ¥y chief impression la that 
you are needlessly alarmed. The situation le not nearly 
eo desperate as you seen to feel that It is. 1 have a 
great deal of personal confidence, and am often accused 
of having "the hlg head" hut I am certainly not laboring 
under the delusion that the future success of this church 
depends entirely or mainly upon my own efforts... To 
repeat a statement that 1 have made on numerous occasions,

II THE LURCH. 1 doubt If there ie a person alivo w'no Is as 
much concerned about the selfare and kkx future usefulness 
of this church as I am. I desire also to repeat another 
statement that 1 have made several times - Aside from the 
call and challenge which has come to me from Hr. Eddy, 1 
cannot think of a proposition which would lead me to con¬ 
sider leaving this church. This call fr m Hr. Eddy comas 
with peculiar attractiveness to me, for many reasons, it 
offers a combination which appeals to every atom in my 
nature - study, writing, evangelistic speaking. The study 
which he desires is aloes exactly the same line in which 

1 am personally vary keenly interested and which seems to 
me to be both the need and opportunity of the church today, 
namely, sustained study and exhaustive research as to 
ways and means of applying tha Christian Gospal to modern 
social and Industrial questions. Fuck research is being 
done In this field at the pres nt time, it is true, but 
altogether too little investigation ie velng done by men 
with the background and convictions of vital Christianity. 

It seerrs to me highly advantageous that as large a group 
of Christian ministers as possible be relieved of the 
pressure of organisation routine and set free for thio 
special work. This call from vr. r'ddy makes it possible 
for me to do this thing, which In ay opinion is the supreme 
opportunity before the Chureh today. I have thought and 
prayed over the matter for many weeks end now have what 
seems to me to be an absolutely cle*r lead in this vital 
decision. There is no "doubt whatever in my mind thst I 
can render a greater servloe to the Kingdom by specializing 
In this field than I can by continuing even eo important 
a local work an that of this church. And, of course, when 
a Christian receives what to hi» is so clearly a call from 
Gad, he simply cannot turn away from it, and still remain 
a true Christian. It is on this ground that 1 have reached 
the decision that if this work goes forward and la in such 
shape next July that I can get eva> without serious conse¬ 
quences that 1 should devote my whole time and energy to 
such work as outlined above." 

On November 29, 1920 president Burnham wrote to 
me. In this letter he said: "I have resd the copy of your 
reply to Hr. Fuckley and appreciate both its spirit and 
content. While we regret exceedingly to lose you from the 
Ridges yd Church, ana feel that your going will be a detri¬ 
ment to that inatitution whose assistance we have undertaken 
in a very unusual way because of our confidence in you. 





{ et under all the circumstances, I think vou ftp veil to 

ake the ste^s you are sfcp.1 1 nave to TZ ce the 

situation an'cidircct our effort e la accordance therewith. " 

Along in Kay 1021 1 hdd several long talks with 
Etina and he agreed with me that the ohuxeh eat in suociei- 
ently good shape to justify my leaving. You will remember 
the facts. From the time we entered the new building in 
October 1920 until the end of Fay we received a total of 
131 new gem ter s into the Church , about half of whom came 
in res onse to your inviTation”&nd about half in rea ante 
to mine. You will recall that for fifteen consecutive weeks 
we had one or more additions to the church each week. There 
wee no doubt at all in my mind that you would be able to 
carry the work on euecoaefully. This opinion was shared 
by Btine, Or. Cordon and others with whom I talked. It is 
true that ma tsy diffioultiea faced you as you took up the 
whole burden yourself. u and Stine and I had all agreed 
that Jobber had not measured up to what we had hoped for 
and the state of finances was such that it would be neces¬ 
sary for us to do away with the position of Director of the 
Community Center. You will remember that 1 suggested that 
1 go to bobber and inform hitr of this nsceesity before I 
left. It was your opinion, however, that it would be un¬ 
wise to take any action with regard to dispensing with 
Webber's services at that time. You afterwarde told me 
that you still hoped that after 1 left you would be able 
to get Webber to be wore effective in his work. The Qom- 
be unity Center part of the work had not been successful, 
dur in my opinion to three e&ueee: First^nd most lmport- 
ant, the fact that I personally had not been giving suffi¬ 
cient time and energy to it; sec nd, because Webber was an 
almost absolute failure; and third, beeause Charles, aa 
chairman of the Community Center Board, was not in full 
sympathy with the idea of the twofold organisation and 
rendered practically no assistance. 

'•hen 1 left for wy vacation on the first of 
June you quite agreed that ny going would not endanger the 

work of the church. YlUs opinion was ehareti by rtine and 

Dr/ Cordon. During June 1 wrote to president Burnham ex¬ 
pressing the strong conviction that you would carry on the 
work successfully .
